In treating his Christian viewpoint, the complex and meaning- 
ful traditions of the Samuarai, Buddhists, etc. are casually dismissed or presented as re- 


actionary currents. Doubtless this is the opinion of Kagawa, an opinion which out of 
politeness, the author dares not criticize. This maneuver of diplomacy, unfortunately, 


acts to distort the perspective of the book, a distortion which is acceptable in autobio- 


graphy but of dubious advantage in a biographical work, where it would seem that if two 


opposing philosophies are inadvertently involved, they both must be approached with equal 


objectivity.

For those who are not familiar with 
the scene and figures of literary Europe, Spender's caricature of confusion will be, 
itself, pretty muddled. The second novel, /h@ Fool and the Princess, tells the 
story of a self-educated young Englishman, who during his service in a DP camp in 
Germany becomes infatuated with himself as an intellectual and further projects this 
infatuation to a female DP, with whom he compares his womanly and somewhat opressed 
wife, to his wife's disfavor. The experience leads to growth in both people, though 
it is certainly a shabby development limited by their potentials, and, in the end, 
the husband and wife come together in a relationship predicated on mutual alienation. 
As novels, both these attempts manifest similar limitations: Spender has selected 
somewhat fantastic contexts in which to present his dialectic. Unfortunately, the 
context, from an imaginative point of view is rather flimsy and is obviously no more 
than a vehicle for his agonized brand of weltschmerz.

The chronicle of the Kaivanov family, parvenu nobles of immense wealth, 
spanning the years from 1854 to 1920, is visualized by the author as the personifi- 
cation of the history of declining Czarist Russia. Steeped in luxury and perver- 
sion, there is, nonetheless, something dynamically attractive about the extravagant 
passions and appetites of the ruling Kaivanovs: Guchkor, the first to receive the 
princely title; Olga, ravishing and impetuous, dead at eighteen as the result of a 
wager; Anastasia, impulsive, arrogant, who: sees her world crumble during the revo- 
lution, but whose intelligence and beauty, reminiscent of her earlier predecessors, 
saves her. Although Thomas Armstrong does expose the Kaivanov depravity, in the 
end, when they are confronted by the savage anger of the revolutionaries, he por- 
trays them as victims. Much has been attempted in this story of a dynasty. Unfor- 
tunately, despite the projected War and Peace proportions of this manuscript, (the 
attempt to portray a complete world through the lives of one family) what has 
emerged is a string of episodes, essentially similar in spirit, concerning various 
individuals, none of whom really is complete nor substantial.

Kitty Fremont, an American 
nurse who has plunged herself into rehabilitation work with war orphans to forget the 
deaths of her husband and small daughter, and Ari Ben Canaan, a Palestinian agent of the 
illegal immigration organization, are the two main characters. Ari pulls off his scheme 
to force the English to let a boatload of children sail for Palestine and Kitty (no lover 
of the Jews) goes along to be with Karen, a German girl who reminds her of her dead child. ee 
Karen loves Dov, a hero of the Warsaw ghetto and a concentration camp graduate. In flash- 
backs the backgrounds of the children are told as is a brief history of the Polish and 
German Jews. The reader also learns Ari's story which is primarily the history of his 
father who, forced to leave Russia, walked to Palestine and in due time established himself 
as a leader of his people. The love stories of Dov and Karen, Kitty and Ari move against 
the background of recent years in Israel and there is hardly anything in the way of geo- 
graphy, history, sociology and economics that is left out. The death of Karen by an Arab 
patrol brings Ari and Kitty together and the book ends on a hopeful note. For all of his 
lack of the basic literary skills Uris, writing from a hotly partisan viewpoint, has suc- 
ceeded in welding his material into an effective and dramatic novel that should certainly 
reach the audience it is aimed at--and probably more besides.

A new interpretation of Emma Hamilton's role in history deposes the traditional 
version, suggests instead that "not for patriotism; not for love of Nelson" but to please 

the Queen of Naples, Marie Caroline, a long overlooked friendship, she was instrumental 

in using Nelson to fight the French. If this is the initial premise, the proof here is a 

little suppositjious, and this new biography- while stressing her intimacy with the Queen- 
retells the life of Lady Hamilton largely to her discredit. Only her beauty remains un- 
disputed. Of vulgar origins, groomed by Charles Greville who then palmed her off on his 

wealthy uncle, the solemn, aging Sir William Hamilton, Emma is taken to the court of Marie 
Caroline in Naples during the “climacteric season" of her life when both her youth and her 

power were dimming. Enlisting- for the Queen- Nelson's support against the French who 
threatened Bourbon Naples, Emma also won his love, which here is seen as only an accessory 

to her vanity. Nelson, assisting the Hamiltons- and the royal family- in their escape & 
from Naples to Palermo, finally left for England with his Emma, now given to extravagances 

and excesses, and she is justly abandoned as Hamilton withdraws from the triangular re- 
lationship, and Nelson meets a hero's death at sea..... The authors provide an enjoyable 
entertainment- largely in its malice, and the jacket- while it also does little for Lady 
Hamilton- will do even less for the book.

Mrs. Mary 
Baker Eddy, founder of the cult, was in her 88th year when she decreed that her 
Church should publish a daily newspaper as distinguished from the weekly Christian 
Science Sentinel and mobilized men and money to put the decree into effect; in an 
amazingly short time the Monitor, with a highly professional staff, was a reality. 
The book tells of the development of the paper since that time, 1908: of the drop- 
ping of taboos (it once refused to mention jazz-bands as immoral), of the journal- 
ists, diplomats, politicians and educators who have served it, of its growth as a 
journal of world-wide circulation, and of the final realization by its staff 
(although not always by other Christian Scientists) that to be successful a news- 
paper must report news as such regardless of the religious beliefs of its editors. 
Overloaded with comments on Christian Science itself and tinged with a certain air 
of religious virtue thet may repel non-followers of Mrs. Eddy, the book should 
interest professional journalists for its factual side; its obvious and inevitable 
appeal -- and sale -- to all Christian Scientists requires no comment.

It is impossible to sum up fairly in a few words what 
the thesis of such a sizeable work is, more than to say that such thinkers as Bergson, 
Marx, Croce, Pareto, Max Weber, Freud and others undermined what before them seemed 
a fairly established if not fully aware society. The intent and the scope of the 
work is perhaps indicated by some of the chapter headings: The Revolt against 
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Positivism; The Critique of Marxism; The Recovery of the Unconscious; etc. The chief 
protagonists of this forty year drama- for drama it proves to be in spite of a sometimes 
heavy presentation- are many, although the figures of Freud and Weber receive particularly 
loving care and a more vitalized interpretation.... This is a work for historians, socio- 
logists, philosophers- a work of great research and erudition rather than originality and 
one which is difficult reading- certainly far more demanding than Toynbee.

MARLBOROUGH'S DUCHESS: A Study in Worldliness $5.75 


This should have been called- perhaps- Marlborough: His Life, His Times, His 
Duchess. and permitted to keep its present subtitle, the book would have been better des- 
cribed. Sarah, Duchess of Marlborough, was born two weeks after Charles II returned in 
triumph to England after the Cromwellian years; her time of greatest public importance was 
when she became the closest friend of Queen Anne; and she died in 1744, during the reign 
of George II. In a time when women lived idle lives, she was a moving force in Whig 
politics. When marriages were made for convenience and profit, the Churchills married for 
love and were never unfaithful. And in an age of malicious fights, both public and 
private, waged on a grand and noisy scale, Sarah was a champion haranguer and battler. 
Until the Duke's death in 1722, her story is inextricably bound up with his and with the 
events of their times as the author disarmingly points out in a forenote, but it is unfor- 
tunate that we are not allowed to see Sarah in the round until the last quarter of the 
book, dealing with her widowhood, when at last traits of less historical importance but of 
almost equal interest in a biography are brought out. Because of this neglect, Sarah is 
not seen to develop (or not develop, if she didn't) but only pops in and out of a more 
general narrative. Nevertheless, she emerges as a fascinating character, and Mr. Kronen- a 
berger, while keeping intrigues and politics clear, maintains his reputation as a stylish

A true labor of love, this book by the Quaker author of Windows for the Crown 
Prince should stand as the definitive biography of the great American Quaker mystic and 
philosopher, Rufus M. Jones, organizer of the American Friends Service Commission, whose 
teachings influenced religious thought throughout the world. Born in 1863 in South China, 
Maine, of solid Quaker stock, educated in Quaker schools and the Quaker college, Haverford, 
Jones was early fascinated by religious mysticism and as a young man experienced a mystical 
revelation which colored his whole life. In 1893 he became editor of 7ne Friends Review, 
bringing to the journal a broad spiritual outlook not always valued by staid,and orthodox 
Friends; a dedicated, witty and inspired teacher, he lectured for years in Haverford, where 
the Chair of Philosophy was created for him, and in Bryn Mawr. In World War I he founded 
the American Friends Service Commission, for non-combatant field work, remaining Chairman 
of the famous organization until 1944; in 1938 he went to Germany in an abortive effort to 
save the Jews from Nazi persecution. Known and beloved the world over, the friend of men 
great and small, he died in 1948 at the age of 85. Long, detailed, necessarily overburdened 
with religious comment, the book will appeal to philosophers, teachers and students of re- 
ligious thought, and to those interested in modern humanitarian movements; it is not for 
the casual reader or those who like their biographies diluted with fiction. Illustrated.

Louis-Philippe waited, longingly, for the death of King Louis XVIII. He 
waited again, longingly, for the overthrow of the Bourbons and the exile of Charles 
X.- But patience, mixed with a certain elegance of manner and boyish charm, was his 
only endearing feature. A shameless sycophant, a coward with the fastest heels in 
France, a small-minded intriguer and brazen opportunist, Louis-Philippe usurped the 
throne during a political crisis, and neither knew how to rule nor to institute a 
single original policy.

Seat of anti-Negro 
hostility, it was a natural battleground on which Negroes and sympathetic whites would 
stage a battle for non-discrmination. In his autobiography, Dr. Martin Luther King, 

a Negro pastor and leader of the Montgomery non-violence campaign, describes in vivid 
and moving terms the incidents which turned this campaign from an academic protest 
into a passionate battle for integrity. Long victimized by the indignities of segre- 
gation, the Negroes in Montgomery could finally endure no more. Forced to stand while 
white passengers sat, abused, insulted and mutilated them, the Negro community under 
Dr. King's leadership organized a general boycott of Montgomery buses. Incidents of 
violence followed, but only on the part of the whites. Determined to maintain a 
passive calm, the Negroes persisted in their stand, and finally, segregation of public 
vehicles was declared illegal by the United States Supreme Court.

The facts are injected into the narrative with careful 
clarity: Pasteur's schooldays; his work as laboratory assistant; his early aptitude 
for original scientific thinking that led him step by step to discoveries in crystal- 
line structures, fermentation, and then to the solution of the mystery of contagious 
disease- first in silkworms, sheep and cattle, and then in human beings. His personal 
life is parallele@ with his professional accomplishments- marriage, children, and 
finally the peaceful death. This is the kind of book one would give a student who 
wishes or needs to know enough about Pasteur to recognize his place in the world of 
science and men.

There is blessedly no mark of the ghost on this simple and clearly written 
account of American Antarctic exploration and scientific observation by an exper- 
ienced Naval explorer, commander under Admiral George Dufek of "Operation Deep- 
Freeze II" of the International Geophysical Year. The author tells of various American 
expeditions to the Antarctic, in particular of "Deep-Freeze I" and "Deep-Freeze II,” 
a straightforward tale of hard work, danger and intelligence, of men working together 
under difficulties, plagued by crumbling ice-sheets and changing weather conditions. 
Seldom does he describe scenery and penguins he barely mentions; no woman is so much 
as named and the one “husky” in the book appears merely because she surprised them 
by having puppies. Always the emphasis is on the practical: the mechanics of orga- 
nization, the recording of scientific observations, supplies and ships, planes and 
ice-floes. A man's book, its appeal to the feminine reader is doubtful, but it 
should prove an enduring, accurate and readable addition to the literature of 
Antarctic scientific exploration.

The authors of this casual and charming account of familiar and unfamiliar 
places and their inhabitants are both professional writers,- William McGiverr of 
many fast-moving detective novels, his wife, Maureen Daly, of teen-age interests. In 
spite of the book's title they did not go to Mombassa ("Just mention my name in 
Mombassa," an Arab airplane pilot told them in an effort to send them there), but 
with their two small children they wandered to many other places, Paris, Iceland, 

Las Palmas in the Canary Islands, Ireland, North Africa, Nigeria; in Torremolinos, 

a Spanish fishing village near Malaga, they stayed a year, the tale of this sojourn 
forming one of the most delightful parts of the book. Writing with intelligence, 
sympathy and humor, interested in people rather than scenery, the authors tell of 
fishermen and babysitters, flowers and artists, bulls and bullfighting, friendly 
servants, food good and bad, palaces and hotels. Lengthy but never full, neither a

In fact, everyting Morris has to say in his 
many chapters about Hawthorne, Melville, Mark Twain, Henry James, Faulkner, Wolfe, 
Hemingway and Eliot has been said before and said better. His main contentions are 
that the pioneer period in American literature- when there was a rich vein of raw 
material- is over; and that most of our writers are either the victims of nostalgia, 
or re-word their predecessors. He also makes the frequently voiced accusation that 
they never mature. All this is valid enough, but Morris is himself reworking a 
theme that other critics have handled with greater brilliance. In his last chapter 
he claims that it is D. H. Lawrence only- that Englishman in exile- who speaks for 
the American “territory ahead".....

An extensive collection of one century of French painting is offered here, at 
a price which is reasonable. The emphasis throughout this collection is on secular 
painting, which the editor apparently feels reached a new height in nineteenth century 
France, though its origins lay deep in the Renaissance. For this reason he includes an 
appendage of non-French works which go far back to Botticelli. Though the reproductions 
are clear, they are small, and if one were to judge by them alone, one might have the 
impression that Goya and Braque used colors of the same intensity. This is the result of 
indiscriminate touching up and a lack of attention to subtle distinction of color quality. 
Most of the illustrations of this book are to be found elsewhere which will not recommend 
it to the reader seeking new impressions and perceptions. However, this volume does provide 
a good source for a general study of French art of the period. (Publ.)
